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Lesson Synopsis 


Students read and analyze persuasive texts for quality, reliability and credibility of the evidence an author uses as support. 
Students analyze a famous speech to determine the effectiveness of rhetorical devices. Students apply the writing process to write their own 
argument in a timed situation.
